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Point-to-Point and Hunt Races 


In the Baltimore Area 

By Priscilla Fuller 
The Old-Fashioned 

When the hunting season draws to a close at 
the end of March the interests of all turn to the 
timber races. There are fit horses and fit riders 
still wanting to gallop freely across country, so 
since hounds cannot furnish a purpose, competi¬ 
tion and trophies take their place. On the first 
Saturday in April the Green Spring Valley Hunt s 
Old-Fashioned Point-to-Point started the pro¬ 
gram off. This event is particularly appropriate 
to open the season for it settles many arguments 
brewed during a year’s hunting by proving be¬ 
yond a doubt which riders are most apt to stay 
with hounds. 

Jack Shaw, Jr., who was riding Clifton’s Max, 
was again the first to gallop home and by doing 
so retained a record hard to dispute. In the 
seven years of the race Green Spring’s M. F. H. 
has finished five times second and twice a win¬ 
ner. The pink coat worn by Stuart Janney flashed 
into sight close behind Mr. Shaw, the joint mas¬ 
ter finishing a good second with his hunter. 
Dusky Stranger. Holmes Alexander well repre¬ 
sented the Carrollton Hounds by finishing third 
on Last Appeal. 

Besides the trophy presented to the winner 
there is one for the first woman rider. This went 


to sixteen-year-old Gillian Crimmens on Ibn 
Zah when she defeated such outstanding horse¬ 
women as Elizabeth Janney, Grace Miller, and 
her mother Mrs. Ralph Crimmens. The trophy 
for the winning heavyweight rider was won by 
Redmond Stewart, Jr., who finished fourth among 
the fourteen starters. 

The horses set out from Walton Bolgiano’s 
meadow after Bobby Fenwick had given the 
word to "go.” A distance of about six miles lay 
between this point and the finish at the Green 
Spring Valley Hunt Club. There were plenty 
of stiff fences throughout the course but it was 
not over these that the field found difficulty. Two 
horses went down in Western Run, giving 
Holmes Alexander, who was close on one of 
the unfortunates, an exciting moment when his 
mount had to leap over horse, rider, and stream. 

Francis Iglehart and John K. Shaw, Sr., were 
the judges. They stood in a wagon at the finish 
and from there presented the trophies. This year 
found a larger turnout but fewer starters than 
ever before. 

My Lady’s Manor 

On Saturday, April 11th, a small but enthusi¬ 
astic crowd gathered at My Lady’s Manor for 
the official opening of Maryland’s timber racing 
season. The bleak day along with the tire short¬ 
age discouraged all but true sports-lovers, to 
whom any storm is well worth weathering on 
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such an occasion. 

The My Lady’s Manor Point-to-Point brought 
to sight a familiar picture, that of Stuart Janney 
riding true to form down the stretch to victory. 
Last year on his hunter Winton, Janney captured 
the John Rush Street Memorial and Grand Na¬ 
tional so today they went to the post favorites 
and walked away with the feature race as only 
favorites should. It was literally a walkaway 
for twenty lengths separated Winton from 
Bungtown, the John Strawbridge entry from 
Philadelphia, who claimed second place. Mar¬ 
shall Hughes brought Field Glass in another ten 
lengths behind for third. 

There were six starters to parade postward, 
the field having been cut down when Blockade 
and Len Hazard were scratched. After the six 
got off to a good start, Billy Rashe took Golden 
Satin out in front to lead over the first few 
fences, however, it was not long before Field 
Glass moved up to take command. The eventual 
winner lay back in a safe position till about three- 
quarters of a mile from home, then with no 
more encouragement other than a free head Win¬ 
ton gained length after length and galloped 
away from contention. His nearest challenger 
was Bungtown who had caught the fading Field 
Glass and the former would have likely been 
closer had he not rapped the fourteenth fence 
a blow. Thomas Ramseur on his own Parkantell 
had two refusals at the final barrier but finally

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finished a good distance behind Robert L. Lam- 
born’s Golden Satin. James McHenry’s Party 
Lines, with Redmond Stewart up, was pulled up 
a tired horse without completing the course., 
contrary to the expectations of many. 

The time for the three miles was 5:5IT, in¬ 
dicating a slow pace. However, two days of rain 
preceded the race and though the going was not 
heavy, neither was it good. 

The John Rush Street Memorial was the sec¬ 
ond and last race of the day and in spite of the 
fact that it was run over the identical course it 
proved to be in marked contrast with the Manor 
race. This times it was Holmes Alexander riding 
H. L. Straus’ Last Appeal who eased up past the 
judges stand to a fine win. His was a likely face 
to have flash by but only to those who will look 
back and remember that eleven years ago Mr. 
Alexander rode his last win at the Manor. Only 
two years later he found it necessary to retire 
from racing and did not so much as resume 
hunting until last season. "That’s why I’d like to 
win today,” he said before going post ward. In 
addition it was the very first start for Last Ap¬ 
peal, a staff mount from the Carrollton Hounds, 
with the exception of the Green Spring drag 
and the Old-Fashioned. 

The eight starters left the paddock in an icy 
gale shivering their way to the post. When they 
broke it was apparent that this would be a hard 
race to predict. On top was Janon Fisher’s White 
Cockade, a star on the flat taking his first crack 
at timber, Hamburg King, owned and ridden 
by Frederick Cross, John O’Donovan’s Raceme 
ridden by Lt. Robert Dodderidge, and Easter II 
with Bobby Rashe up, were among the first 
flight. 

They disappeared from sight, completed a 
loop which included eight fences and when they 
again appeared Johnny Merryman on J. M. 
Franklin’s Charge Account held the lead. Pete 
Reid was threatening on Arthur Meig’s Miltiades 
while White Cockade and Last Appeal were 
close behind. At the thirteenth fence some 
changes came about. Miltiades stumbled and fell. 
White Cockade, who had started dogging his 
way to the fence, disregarding all coaxing by 
his rider Jack Menzies, refused once, then again 
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At the Brst fence of the Old Fashioned Point-io-Point, W. H. De Courcy Wright in mid-air.

and was out of it. Meanwhile Last Appeal who 
till now had been sitting pat, began to make his 
move and held the lead by the time they rolled 
into the seventeenth and last. Charge Account 
was nearby but his effort was that of a tired 
horse and down he went at the last, a stiff board 
fence, one that has defeated many. His fall left a 
wide gap between the winner and the second 
place which was taken by Clifton’s Nancy fol¬ 
lowed up by Raceme in third. 

The time for the John Rush Street Memorial 
was 5:50-1/5 a bit faster than the first race. 

The Grand National 

Though the number of spectators has obvi¬ 
ously dropped off the hunt races are still draw¬ 
ing a goodly number of timber toppers. This 
was apparent as the paddock at the Grand Na¬ 
tional course began to fill. However, a field of 
ten with quality galore did not put an end to 
the record set by Stuart Janney and Winton; 
again, or should I say still they topped the field 
for the second consecutive win over this three 
mile course. 

Arthur Meig s Coq Noir, ridden R. P. Hamil¬ 
ton, furnished closer competition than the last 
Saturday by finishing only two lengths behind 
for second, while another four lengths brought 
Field Glass home, ahead of C. E. Tuttle’s Block¬ 
ade. Yes, the great horse was out again after the 
lapse of more than a year in his racing career. 
A slight training injury had kept him out of

the Manor and this being his first start was 
clearly not a ”do or die” day in the mind of his 
rider-trainer Fred Colwil. Blockade set out in his 
usual way to lead over the first fence but then 
was taken back to lay off the pace. Raceme, with 
Lt. Robert Dodderidge up, held the top position 
until going down at the fifth, then Tommy 
Ramseur took Clifton’s Nancy to the front with 
Redmond Stewart pushing him on Party Lines. 
Meanwhile Winton and Blockade were coasting 
along easily with their riders giving them plen¬ 
ty of safe jumping room. Blockade was fencing 
as magnificently as ever, soaring over them, 
while Winton in his own effective style, studied 
his fences and jumped more from his hocks. 
Next to be put out of competition was Chilotta 
when he refused and tossed Charles Bolgiano 
from the saddle. 

As they neared the twelfth the race was just 
beginning for Winton, who was going away 
like a fresh horse. Coq Noir was nearly beside 
him at the last fence but Stuart Janney galloped 
ahead and beat him in the stretch. Party Lines 
had gone down at the fifteenth leaving Clifton’s 
Nancy, Mrs. Douglas Prime’s Kitty Kidd and 
Golden Satin to finish behind the others. The 
time was 6:35, five seconds behind the course 
record set last year by Winton. 

It seems strange that an endurance contest of 
five miles over twenty-five fences should pro¬ 
duce a thrilling stretch duel. Yet last year 
John Vanderbogart’s Clifton’s Max just nosed 
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cut Ibn Zah in a driving finish, and again this 
year the Fox Hunters Challenge Cup wound up 
in a fight to the finish. Arthur Meig’s Miltiades 
with James Arthur up held a long and strong 
lead over the field of six until Danny Shea, Jr., 
on Clifton’s Max made his bid about a half mile 
from home. Miltiades lasted out to win after 
crashing the 25 th fence but John Vanderbogart’s 
entry was offering a serious threat at his heels. 
Stuart Janney’s Dusky Stranger with John 
Merryman up was a good third, Frederick Cross 
on Hamburg King fourth, and William Carl’s 
Sir Rowdy last. The only spill throughout the 
race was suffered by Robert Clark’s Fanny Adams. 

Miltiades did a good job of representing Mr. 
Stewart’s Cheshire Hounds, for this grueling 
race called for a horse with stamina as well as 
foot, not to mention a hard-hunting man in the 
saddle. 

The Maryland Hunt Cup 

A crowd of nearly 12,000 fans stood on Bill 
Martin’s hillside to cheer Stuart Janney and 
Winton as they topped off their sweep of vic¬ 
tories. The My Lady’s Manor, the Grand Nation¬ 
al, and now the Hunt Cup studded the crown 
worn by this great pair, and thus added a brilliant 
page to Maryland hunt racing history. Never 
before has the glory from the three major events 
been so completely monopolized. 

Winton covered the four miles and twenty- 
two fences in good time and missed the course 
record by a scant four-fifths of a second, allow¬ 
ing time of 8:44 made by Blockade to remain 
the best. John Bosley on Rokeby Stables’ Rustic 
Romance finished a driving second, beating out 
Arthur Meig’s Coq Noir with Richard Hamilton 
up. Only two others completed the course though 
a field of nine started. Thomas Ramseur, Jr., 
riding his first Hunt Cup, brought Clifton’s 
Nancy in fourth many lengths behind the lead¬ 
ers, while Gerald Webb finished on his own Big 
Charlie after falling at the first fence and trail¬ 
ing the way around the course. 

After one false start the field got off well and 
it was C. E. Tuttle’s Blockade who took the lead. 
Closely bunched behind were Christopher Greer, 
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Jr.’s, Houseman, Rustic Romance, and Field 
Glass. Stuart Janney in his usual manner was 
holding Winton back from the pace-makers. 
Clifton’s Nancy camie to Blockade once but 
otherwise his lead was not questioned until the 
eighth fence where hard luck caught up with 
the old champion. An inexplicable trick of fate 
guided Blockade into the wrong panel and not 
until he had landed did Fred Colwill realize that 
he had cut a flag. After pulling up and rejumping 
the fence Blockade found himself only a short 
distance ahead of Big Charlie, who was trailing 
the field. Finally Mr. Colwill pulled up after the 
sixteenth fence rather than asking the horse to 
pointlessly undergo the entire race. The twelfth 
fence put Field Glass down as he was moving 
up on the leaders and in the hard landing, rider 
Marshall Hughes suffered a broken collar bone. 

Clifton’s Nancy now enjoyed a brief lead but 
it was not long before she dropped back allow¬ 
ing Rustic Romance and Mrs. Frank Gould’s 
Hold Forth to take command. Winton was still 
coasting along in fifth position but in the next 
minute the picture changed. With no apparent

effort he caught the leaders and by the time he 
had cleared the eighteenth, Winton was not to 
be topped by any. The following jump put two 
more out of the race when Houseman and Hold 
Forth went down together and from there, over 
the last three fences, the finale of the race was 
obviously settled. Rustic Romance came on 
strongly in the stretch but could not catch the 
Janney horse and Coq Noir finished a good third. 

Awaiting Mr. Janney was the large Maryland 
Hunt challenge cup which is in its second year 
of competition and stands in memory of Red¬ 
mond Stewart Sr. Mrs. Stewart was there to make 
the presentation. Last year the cup went out of 
state when John Strawbridge’s Coq Bruyere won 
but now it has been brought home again and will 
bear the name of Winton. In fact it would not 
be surprising if the following years saw the name 
of this fine hunter appear .several times on the 
cup for as an eight-year-old, Winton is just in 
his prime. 

In glancing back over this, the 49th Renewal 
of the Hunt Cup, it seems that it produced much 
of the unexpected and rare. First of all in Block¬ 
ade’s unfortunate case and secondly the joint 
fall of Houseman and Hold Forth, which was a 
freak accident. John Harrison came out unhurt 
but Private Sidney Watters, who was riding Hold 
Forth, was taken to the hospital. Quite a while 
after the race the long lines of traffic, wending 
their way city-ward, passed Hold Forth as he 
walked along back to the course. He had set 
sail for a trip around the country to finally be 
caught several miles away. 

The day was also one that will linger in the 
memories of all who love hunt racing. It was a 
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day when tradition reigned over the Worthing¬ 
ton Valley in spite of a stormy world. When an 
army band played the Star Spangled Banner, 12,- 
000 people stood at attention and I am sure that 
each had the same thought and hope in his 
mind; that they would see this tradition survive.

The game six-year-old son of *Dear Herod- 
Sea Bird (a half-bred mare by Lough Swilley) 
chased home Mrs. E. Douglas Prime’s former 
broodmare, hunter and show horse, Kitty Kidd, 
at the season’s opener, held by the Redland Hunt 
on the Blount Farm near Laytonsville, Md., on 
March 7. 

Over a beautiful rolling AV 2 mile ourse. Port 
Law, owned by the Redland master, Thomas T. 
Mott, set such a terrific pace in the early stages 
that most observers felt he could not hold on to 
win. However, the deep going halted his front¬ 
running tactics as Kitty Kidd and Mowgli over¬ 
took the fleet Maryland entry to make the race a 
2-horse affair. Locomotive, representing the 
Manor Hunt at Norbeck, Md., was third for 
owner Boyd Keys, Manor master. 

Kitty Kidd, ridden by Arnold Scruton, ran 
her best race of the season to take the coveted 
Redland Bowl. At Mrs. Prime’s farm in War- 
renton, Va., Kitty Kidd has a yearling colt by 
War Peril. 

The pair event, sent over the same course, 
went to a pair of Redland regulars. The Fox 
and Regiment, owned by Mrs. Frank J. McSherry 
and ridden by Mrs. McSherry and Mrs. Robin 
Hunt. Two other Old Line mounts, Joseph 
Richards’ Balky Fox and General Hay, were 
second. 

Mowgli, with Crompton Smith aboard, took 
over the point-to-point situation at the Middle¬ 
burg Hunt event March 14, when he received a 
smart ride to defeat Miss Laura Sprague’s 
Portnos and T. Beatty Brown’s Dunlad. 
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Mrs. Redmond C. Stewart presents the Red¬ 
mond Stewart Memorial Challenge Trophy 
to Stuart Janney, Jr, 
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The course, advertised as being 5 miles long, 
turned out to be closer to 9, and many wilted 
because of the bad footing and the length of the 
route. Francis Hoge s newcomer to the point-to- 
point game, Indian Duke, ran well in his debut to 
get fourth place and the heavyweight plate, as 
rider James McCormick was the first to finish 
weighing in at over 195. 

Mowgli’s last start of the point season was at 
the Potomac Hunt outing at the Beale Farm near 
Glen, Md., March 28, and here again, for the 
third successive week, it was a Mowgli day for 
victory. Mr. Mott’s Port Law, going on top in 
customary fashion in the early running, took the 
place position over Mr. Webb’s Big Charley and 
Mrs. Prime’s Kitty Kidd. 

Dr. Robert E. Moran’s Metom, a veteran afield 
with the Potomac Hounds, carried Mrs. Robin 
Hunt to a sparkling triumph in the Dunboyne 
Challenge Cup event, limited to members of the 
host hunt. The Fox, running well in spite of his 
advanced years, was second over Oliver Durant, 
Ill’s Red Sailor. 

Mrs. Hunt, diminutive Potomac follower, also 
rode the winner of the Dunboyne in 1938 and 
1940, when her own Cheyenna finished on top. 
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She is a specialist at sending home mounts that 
she has never ridden before, as Potomac’s race 
was her first time aboard Metom and Redland 
was her first trip on Regiment. 

The Piedmont Hunt meeting closed point¬ 
racing in brilliant style at Lieut, and Mrs. Paul 
Mellon’s Rokeby Farm, near Upperville, Va., 
April 4. Mowgli was unable to start because Mr. 
Smith was in bed with a bad case of laryngitis 
which he caught at Warren ton, so that the out¬ 
ing seemed to be anybody’s race at post time. 

Ultimate winner was Mr. Hoge’s Indian Duke, 
who set an amazing clip of 12:51 over the 5V2- 
mile course with Danny Shea, Jr. up. Young 
Danny went to Virginia from McDonogh 
School, where he is a student, for his only point- 
to-point ride of the year. Oliver Filley’s Mae 
Lad was second over Mr. Webb’s Big Charley. 

Healey to Pimlico 

Thomas J. Healey saddled four winners of the 
Preakness, and, now, he returns to the scene of 
those important achievements at Pimlico as a 
member of the board of stewards, extending a 
career of racing officiating he successfully em¬ 
barked upon last summer. 

Under the Maryland rules of racing, the third 
member of the board of stewards must be agreed 
upon by the other two stewards and Healey’s 
name has been proposd by George Brown, Jr., 
the steward representing the Maryland Jockey 
Club, and the concurrence of William L. Har- 
ron, steward representing the State Racing Com¬ 
mission, makes the appointment legal. 

The new official is well known to Maryland 
racing fans as he campaigned his stable for many 
years on the local tracks. His first Preakness 
triumph was with the late Richard T. Wilson’s 
Pillory in 1922 and he followed it up the fol¬ 
lowing spring with that sportsman’s Vigil. Three 
years later Healey sent out Walter J. Salmon’s 
iron horse Display to capture Pimlico’s spring 
three-year-old classic and in 1929 he rounded out 
his Preakness victories with Dr. Freeland in the 
same silks. 

With Equipoise, whom he considered the 
The Maryland Horse 



greatest horse he ever handled, Healey won an¬ 
other important Pimlico race, the Dixie Handi¬ 
cap, in 1934, and carried Top Flight through her 
undefeated two-year-old campaign culminating 
in a Pimlico Futurity victory. 

The veteran horseman began officiating last 
summer at Delaware Park when he replaced 
Herman Conkling during the latter’s illness. 
Then came his appointment at Laurel upon the 
death of Vincent Treanor and he added to his 
reputation in his new profession at the Fair 
Grounds in New Orleans this past winter. 

A True "Maryland" Hunt Cup 

Never, in all its long and illustrious history, 
has there been a truer Maryland flavor to the 
Hunt Cup than was the case this year. Winton, 
the winner, was sired and foaled on the Eastern 
Shore, being by Belli Casus, a Remount sire 
who for a number of years stood near Chester- 
town, and out of Rosequartz by Trap Rock, 
one of the early mares in the now defunct stud 
of Mrs. Helena S. Raskob at Pioneer Point, Cen- 
treville. As a youngster Winton was bought in 
a group of three by the “Mayor” of Timonium, 
the veteran Louis Campbell. 

Winton was not raced on the flat as Louis 
Campbell got him too late to prepare him for 
racing at two. It was as a late two-year-old that 
Jervis Spencer, Jr. first saw Winton and decided 
that the horse had hunting potentialities and 
purchased him from Louis Campbell. There 
was never a cleverer hand with a young horse 
than the outstanding Maryland sportsman, Jer¬ 


vis Spencer, who himself won five Hunt Cups 
and under his careful tutelage Winton learned 
to jump and gallop across country. 

On the death of Jervis Spencer his horses 
passed to his nephew and pupil, Stuart Janney, 
Jr., who continued the development of Winton 
and who has trained him and ridden him in the 
horse’s remarkable sequence of wins which cul¬ 
minated in Saturday’s Maryland Hunt Cup. In¬ 
cidentally, to make the affair more of a truly 
Maryland occasion it may be pointed out that, 
like R. N. Elder, Jr., George Elder, Mr. Spencer, 
George Nicholas and Charles R. White, Stuart 
Janney, Jr. is a descendant of Ellin North, the 
first white child to have been born in Maryland. 
Of forty-nine races for the Hunt Cup no less 
than twelve have fallen to these Maryland-bred 
sportsmen, showing clearly how a great female 
line will carry on. 

Jack Available 

We have received a number of inquiries as 
to the availability of a jack for service in the 
horse breeding sections of Baltimore and Har¬ 
ford Counties from mare owners desirous of 
producing a few mules. Up until the past few 
days we have known of no jack around. There is 
now located in the Worthington Valley a very 
useful jack, named the Admiral, which Mrs. 
Van Lear Black has installed at Mount Pleasant 
Farm for the convenience of her own mares and 
others desirous of using the jack. Mrs. Black in¬ 
forms us that the service fee of The Admiral will 
be fifteen dollars, cash before service.

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Racing and the War Effort 


Racing’s contribution to war relief has been set 
at $2,000,000. This sum is to flow directly from 
the turf—race tracks, owners, breeders, horse¬ 
men, accessories and individual contributions. 

It is to be apart from such gifts as the public 
may choose to make, channeling through racing 
organizations, and it is exclusive of such pur¬ 
chases of War Bonds as may be made by the 
tracks and other sections of the turf, or the sub¬ 
scriptions made to these bonds through booths 
erected at the various race courses. 

This goal was set at a meeting in New York 
City of the Executive Committee of the Turf 
Committee of America, organized a few weeks 
ago in Chicago. The general committee includes 
representations from most of the tracks of 
America, recently organized under the name of 
the Thoroughbred Racing Associations of the 
United States; of the National Thoroughbred 
Breeders Committee; of the American Trainers 
Association; of the Horsemen’s Benevolent and 
Protective Association; of the National Associ¬ 
ation of State Racing Commissioners; of the 
Jockey Club; and of individuals prominent in 
turf circles, as well as of the press. 

It should be made plain that there is no power 
in the Executive Committee to compel adherence 
to this plan, except through the support it may 
be given by public opinion. The Executive Com¬ 
mittee consists of William Woodward of New 
York, representing the Jockey Club; Major L. A. 
Beard of Kentucky, representing the breeders; 
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Havre de Grace*s spring classic, the Chesa¬ 
peake, produced a fine race. Colchis beats 
Alsah to the wire. 


John C. Clark of Florida, and Harry Parr, 3rd 
of Maryland, both representing the track owners. 
Herbert Bayard Swope, of the New York Com¬ 
mission, is Chairman. The meetings were held 
in his offices. The actions were voted unani¬ 
mously. 

Realizing that it is primarily to make sugges¬ 
tions and bring about cooperation, the Executive 
group was under the necessity of approaching the 
problem with caution. One of the difficulties 
that had to be surmounted, lay in the fact that 
conditions differ in each different locality. 

A second slow-up was found in the fact that 
in several of the states there are pending deci¬ 
sions by the legislatures, as to the laws under 
which racing operates. For example: there are 
two bills under consideration in New York 
which would affect the commissions paid to the 
tracks out of the public pools. There is a similar 
situation in Florida, as well as in other states. 

Determined that the turf shall not be guilty 
of giving too little; the Executive Committee, 
after appraising the situation, put the figure of 
$2,000,000 as the mark to shoot at. The duty of 
setting a goal was imposed upon the Committee 
by the Chicago meeting. But that duty doesn’t 
include the formulation or adoption of a cen¬ 
tral plan as to how the money should be col¬ 
lected by the different tracks. The choice as to 
method is left to the several managements. 

The breeders are to make contributions, the 
horse owners, also, likewise, individuals. But 
the major part of the Turf War Chest will be 
derived from the tracks themselves. Different 
plans are to be employed, but the Executive 
Committee has made it plain that in no circum¬ 
stance, are the tracks to pass on their obligation 
to the public; that is to say: the donations are 
to come from porfits not from the public’s 
pocket. 

Some of the plans that may be employed are: 

1. Percentage of the track’s profit at the end 
of each racing period. 

2. Several days selected out of each meeting 
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HygTo*s speedy son Hygrohour accounted for 
Bowie*s Kindergarten Stakes, 
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from which all the profits would be given to the 
fund. 

3. A self-imposed assessment on per capita 
attendance. 

Racing’s 1942 season has had a satisfactory 
opening in New York, although not so good as 
1941, possibly due to adverse weather condi¬ 
tions. In Maryland the opening was even better 
than 1941. Rhode Island is also promising. 
Generally the outlook for the season is uncer¬ 
tain, but racing is determined to ask for no 
special favors, and to justify its existence by sub¬ 
stantial aid to the relief organizations of 
America, which are an integral part of the war 
program. 

No fixed division among the charities is being 
attempted by the Committee. In fact, the Com¬ 
mittee doesn’t regard itself as having power to 
enforce the claims of one organization as against 
another. The tracks will have the right to give 
such part of their collections as they think fair, 
to local charities and distribute the rest to na¬ 
tional organizations. The Executive Committee 
suggests that since the Army Emergency Relief 
and the Navy Relief Society are directly con¬ 
cerned with the relief of the 7,000,000 men soon 
to be under arms, these two agencies should be 
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given first consideration. And, perhaps, the 
Army in larger ratio than the navy, since the 
Army will soon have 10 times as many men 
under arms as the Navy. 

This is the first time in the history of the 
American turf that an endeavor of this sort has 
been planned. It is a difficult matter to find areas 
of common agreement for the different racing 
associations. The conditions arises from several 
causes, among them the fact that there are 22 
states where betting has been legalized, each 
state operating under a separate set of laws. So, 
frequently, a method acceptable in one State, is 
impossible in another. 

Another point the Committee finds it neces¬ 
sary to bear in mind is that in certain localities 
racing is prosperous, while in others results are 
not so successful. 

California, where public pools exceed $100,- 
000,000 per year and the profits were big, is 
blacked out, apparently for the duration. Wash¬ 
ington is uncertain; Oregon has abandoned its 
plans for racing; Arizona, with limited racing, is 
not profitable; Louisiana showed a loss; Michi¬ 
gan and Ohio are not good; Kentucky is a one 
day show; West Virginia is weak; Florida had 
its profit margin heavily cut because of restric¬ 
tions on transportation, gas and tires; Detroit 
has slipped; Illinois has only recently begun to 
show fair returns; Arkansas is staging a come¬ 
back; Maryland does well; New York does well; 
Massachusetts, Rhode Island and New Hamp¬ 
shire are in the same category, although not do¬ 
ing so well as a few years ago. Texas, Tennessee, 
Missouri, South Carolina and Washington, D. 
C. no longer race. Accountants who are making 
surveys find that the over-all profit throughout 
America is far less than is generally believed. 
And the operation of the excess profit tax will 
still further reduce this figure. 

Within the year racing has made gifts in ex¬ 
cess of $400,000 to various charities. It is a large 
increase—500%—that is projected, but it is be¬ 
lieved that, if cooperation is gained, the goal can 
be won. 

Details of the $2,000,000 plan will be worked 
out by the different regions, and the Central 
Committee will be notified of the developments. 
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The Executive Committee will not handle the 
money raised; that will be handled directly by 
the tracks and passed on to the charities. But 
each track will cooperate with the Executive 
Committee by notifying them of their plans and 
of the outcome. It is hoped to bring about an 
intensified relationship between the Executive 
Committee and the entire structure of racing, 
so that the strength of the entire organization 
may be put behind the various separate under¬ 
takings. 

In addition to the charities, the turf proposes 
to take care of its own. When the blackout came 
in California, many men were thrown out of 
work. The tracks there, under the guidance of 
the California Horse Racing Board, provided re¬ 
lief for those in need. Other communities will 
do the same, should the sport be interrupted. It 
is figured that the turf supports, by work, more 
than 225,000 persons. 

Racing has a strong hold upon the public. 
Its attendance throughout the year compares fa¬ 
vorably with any other sport. It pays the State 
and Federal governments many times more than 
any other commercial sport—$20,000,000 in di¬ 
rect taxes. It is a business, but to be a good busi¬ 
ness it must be a good sport. 

Racing is trying to be of use along other lines, 
such as organizing air-raid protection for its 
own crowds and for the communities in which 
the tracks are located; building up blood banks; 
use of facilities, etc. 

Those interested in the welfare of the turf 
are alive to the fact that it must fit itself into 
the war pattern. It is with that in view that this 
tentative plan has been organized. And as has 
been said before, there will be no tolerance of 
any effort to get the contributions back from the 
public. Normal conditions are to prevail; there 
are to be no lifting of admission prices or change 
in the ’'take” for self-protection. 

As far as it can speak for racing, the Executive 
Committee believes that the present opportunity 
for service is a privilege and it urges all inter¬ 
ested in the turf to go the limit to show their 
feeling of obligation. 
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The Horsemen’s Plans 

Members of the Horsemen’s Protective Asso¬ 
ciation met at Havre de Grace and sent the fol¬ 
lowing letter to the management: 

’’The Board of Directors of the Maryland 
Horsemens’ Protective Association in behalf of 
themselves and the Members of that Association, 
and realizing the keen interest of various owners 
and trainers of thoroughbreds at present racing 
in the state of Maryland, in doing their utmost 
to assist this Government in the successful prose¬ 
cution of the war, and to contribute their assist¬ 
ance to our fighting services to further the worthy 
cause of United States Army and United States 
Navy relief, through the medium of their efforts 
in racing, make the two following recommenda¬ 
tions : 

”1. That twenty per cent (20%) of the win¬ 
ning portions of all purses hereafter paid to 
owners of thoroughbreds winning races, who 
have subscribed their names to petitions which 
will forthwith be presented to the Secretary of 
your Association, be paid in United States De¬ 
fense Bonds, the balance to be paid in cash. 

”2. That there be designated one race on each 
of two separate days during each week, condi¬ 
tions for which will be written in the usual 
manner, such race to be known as the 'VIC- 
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G. C. Greer*s Cape Cod, trained by Raymond 
Archer, scored in two of Bowie’s spring 
stakes, the Bowie Handicap and the Rowe 
Memorial. 
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Good racing has been the order of the day in Maryland this Spring. John L. Sullivan*s Joe 
Roberts trained Transfigure won the Harford Handicap at Havre de Grace. 
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TORY’ race or other appropriate name. 

" (a) That one such race each week be desig¬ 
nated as being run for U. S. Army relief, and 
one such race be designated as being run for 
U. S. Navy relief. 

*'(b) That the race be scheduled for a stated 
purse; however, that fifty per cent (50%) of 
such purse be immediately allocated to the ser¬ 
vice for which the race is dedicated; the remain¬ 
ing fifty per cent to be divided on the customary 
scale between the 1st, 2nd, 3d, and 4th horse, 
but all of such amounts to be paid in United 
States Defense Bonds. 

"(c) That the jockeys be requested to con¬ 
tribute one-half of the cash amount paid them 
for their service; that the remainder be paid in 
defense stamps, the winning jockey to receive 
his additional compensation in defense bonds or 
stamps. 

"(d) That the race be one of a nine-race pro¬ 
gram for the days on which such races are sched¬ 
uled, unless a nine-race program is in conflict 
with any rule or regulation of the Maryland 
State Racing Commission, in which event, such 
race to be part of the regular eight-race program. 

"It is further suggested that all money which 
inures to the Racing Association as a result of 
the mutuel betting on such race be added to the 
above specified sums, and the gross amount to be 
thus collected by a designated officer of the Rac¬ 
ing Association, be by him turned over to the 
proper service relief agency. 

"A copy of this letter is being forwarded to 
the Maryland State Racing Commission, as well 
as to each of the other Associations conducting 
racing in the state of Maryland." 

The horsemen have also circulated the follow¬ 
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ing letter to be sent to the Racing Commission: 

"To assist our Government in the successful 
prosecution of the war, I am affixing my signa¬ 
ture below to authorize you to instruct the prop¬ 
er officials of the several Racing Associations in 
the state of Maryland, that for the duration of 
the war, winning purses are to be paid to me in 
the proportion of twenty per cent (20%) in 
United States Defense Bonds, the balance in 
cash." 

It is understood that a good number of horse¬ 
men racing at the meeting have signified their 
willingness to take defense bonds in part pay¬ 
ment of purses. The Directors of the Association 
emphasize strongly that it is entirely willing to 
cooperate in any scheme or plan that may be 
devised to aid the Governments successful 
prosecution of the war and to assist the worthy 
cause of Army and Navy relief. 

Maryland’s Major Tracks’ Plan 

Maryland’s four major race tracks will submit 
to their stockholders a plan for a minimum con¬ 
tribution of $100,000 to relief and war-effort 
agencies. This outright contribution is based on 
the giving of $1,000 per day for each racing day 
for the major tracks, each of which has a season 
of 25 days. 

Announcement of this plan for contributing 
to the war effort was made by Henry A. Parr 3d, 
treasurer of the Maryland Jockey Club and vice 
president of the recently organized Thorough¬ 
bred Racing Association of the United States. 

This action represents the first unified contri¬ 
bution to the war effort on the part of any racing 
group since the Chicago convention at which 
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airf leaders met to formulate plans for action. 

It is significant that this pledge of $100,000 
from the Maryland tracks, which is expected to 
get swift approval from the stockholders, is solely 
from the resources of the various associations in 
advance of the completion of their fiscal year 
and is in no way a tax to be passed on to the 
patrons of the sport. 

While Maryland racing at the moment is 
flourishing, the unsettled conditions of the coun¬ 
try make it impossible to predict how the tracks 
will fare during the fall, and also it is impossible 
to foretell what taxes may do to any profits which 
the courses realize. 

The managements of the four tracks are hope¬ 
ful that at the conclusion of the racing year they 
will be able to recommend to their stockholders 
increased contributions over the $100,000 
pledged, when net income, after taxes, can be 
determined. 

Prior to the conference, the racing associations 
had discussed at length the advisability of con¬ 
tributions based on their net income. It was de¬ 
cided that to make any contributions mandatory 
before payments of dividends would prove the 
most satisfactory. 

Under this plan, three tracks, Bowie, Havre de 
Grace and Pimlico, would be able to make im¬ 
mediate contributions while under the net-profit 
plan, the amount of contributions could not be 
determined until the end of the year. 

In an effort to cooperate with the horsemen’s 
group, the Maryland Jockey Club management 
will meet with the officers representing the horse¬ 
men to discuss operations during the Pimlico 
meeting. 

New York's Plans 

The five Thoroughbred race courses in New 
York State—Aqueduct, Belmont Park, Empire 
City, Jamaica and Saratoga have recently made 
the following announcement in regard to their 
contribution toward the war effort: 

"At a meeting of the representatives of the 
five New York State Racing Associations, it was 
unanimously decided that each association would 
give as a war contribution, the first one hun¬ 
dred thousand ($100,000) dollars earned as 
profit and before any payment of a dividend.” 

May, 1942 
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Trainers' Meeting 

The Semi-Annual Meeting of the American 
Trainers’ Association will not be held, as has 
been the case in past years, at Baltimore during 
the spring session of Pimlico, but will be held 
during the first week of Belmont at the Whit¬ 
man Hotel at Jamaica, the date set being Thurs¬ 
day night. May 14, following the races. Presi¬ 
dent John M. Gaver requests that all members 
who possibly can do so will attend as it is hoped 
that the trainers’ war effort plans will be com¬ 
pleted at the meeting. 

One of the suggestions of the American Train¬ 
ers Association at the Chicago conferences was 
that the use of aluminum plates be discontinued 
for the duration of the war and that all plates 
now in use be turned in to the government. 
Members have further expressed their willing¬ 
ness to give up all shoes and thus divert the 
high grade steel used for plates to a more use¬ 
ful purpose, or one more in accord with present 
needs. To some horsemen it may seem absurd 
to think of running horses barefoot, but to those 
who have ridden barefoot horses not a month 
from the racetracks over the rough foothills of the 
Rockies, as visitors to Major Henry Leonard’s 
Colorado Ranch often do; or to those who hunt 
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barefoot horses all winter long, the idea will not 
seem so strange. Trainers have often commented 
on the Hitchcock horses’ ability to race bare¬ 
foot in the steeplechases, soon they may be try¬ 
ing the thing out on the flat, over dirt tracks 
instead of turf. 

New Jersey's Racing 

A visitor at Havre de Grace, April 21, was 
the General Manager of the Garden City Racing 
Association’s Vineland, New Jersey plant, Wal¬ 
ter Donovan, who was en route from Florida to 
his new post near Camden, N. J. Queried by 
horsemen anxious to know definitely whether 
this new relief valve for the over-populated 
Eastern tracks would really "go” this season 
Donovan was very positive in his assertion that 
it would operate as originally announced. 
Though Walter Donovan had not himself seen 
the new plant, due to his Tropical Park duties in 
Miami, he heard plenty about the project from 
Racing Secretary Charles McLennan who spent a 
recent Sunday there. 

McLennan reported to Donovan at Havre de 
Grace that all of the foundations of the stands 
are in and that construction of the stabling for 
one thousand horses, is well under way. All 
necessary materials are reported to be on the 
grounds, the necessary priorities having been 
satisfactorily attended to long ago. As it stands 
now there will be nothing to prevent the official 
o. k. of the New Jersey Racing Commission of 
the present dates, giving the plant forty racing 
days from July 18 on. 

A purse distribution of $10,000 daily average 
is planned, with a number of stakes with from 
five to ten thousand dollars added to each. As 
the plant is not ten minutes drive from Philadel¬ 
phia the tire situation is not likely to hurt Vine- 
land, which is easily available by all means of 
transportation. The track itself is a regulation 
mile, with its soil very much like that of Havre 
de Grace. 

Preakness Value 

A tidy sum indeed will go to the owner of the 
winner of the 1942 renewal of the Preakness 
Stakes, the figure standing today at $73310. To 
this will be added the starting fees, which look 


like making a good sized sum at this writing. 
The race closed July 15, 1940 with 446 yearlings 
made eligible at ten dollars each. Thirteen 
months later the first eligibility payment became 
due, with the sum of $25 being paid on 154 of 
the eligibles. The next payment, of $100 and 
due January 15 of this year, saw 60 of the origi¬ 
nal entries left in the race. To these, by payment 
of $1,500 on April 15 were added Colchis, Val- 
dina Orphan, Hollywood, Fair Call, Requested 
and American Wolf. The Preakness has thus the 
cream of the crop of 1942’s three-year-olds and 
should be a tip-top spectacle. 

Canadian Visit 

The Editor of The Maryland Horse, who 
doubles in brass as Field Secretary of the Mary¬ 
land Horse Breeders’ Association, early in April 
visited the Dominion of Canada to address the 
Canadian Thoroughbred Breeders’ Association at 
Toronto. Our visit to Canada was a very inter¬ 
esting one in many respects. The meeting was a 
fine one, presided over by the able President of 
the breeders’ group, Ryland H. New, of Oak¬ 
ville and Toronto. There were some 200 horse¬ 
men present at the meeting at which we were 
asked to tell at length the history of the develop¬ 
ment of the Maryland Horse Breeders’ Associa¬ 
tion, the Maryland-bred racing and registration 
system, and, of the very fine cooperation that 
now exists in Maryland between the agricultural 
interests, the breeders and the racetracks. The 
Canadians were interested in the Maryland fairs 
and the activities of the racing-supported Fair 
Board, which supplies the premium money for 
the agricultural exhibits. 

The two days following the meeting of the 
breeders’ group we had planned to spend in 
visits to Canadian farms, but unfortunately the 
weather stopped us after one day. We did see 
many horses, we met many horsemen and we 
discussed Canadian racing and breeding in all 
its aspects. We can truly say that we have never 
been more hospitably treated by one and all. 
In The Editor’s Saddle-Bag we have tried to tell 
something about the visits we made to some of 
the breeding establishments. We only wish we 
could have seen more of them. It was a tribute 
to those who founded and planned the develop- 
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ment of the Maryland Horse Breeders’ Associa¬ 
tion that Canada should have invited a repre¬ 
sentative of the Maryland group to tell of its 
development. We wish the Canadian group well 
in the development of its plans for the future. 

Llangollen-Clifton Sale 

A number of the horses offered for sale by 
Louis Merryman for Mrs. Mary Elizabeth Whit¬ 
ney and Dr. Lewis M. Allen at Llangollen last 
month found new homes in Maryland, the list 
of buyers including H. O. Firor, who secured 
the corking good hack, Cherry Bounce, for $1,- 
300, second highest price of the sale and a horse 
which can be well expected to carry young Hugh 
Wiley to many a blue in the local show circuit. 
Charles C. Freeland got a nice pair in Rose Val¬ 
iant and the so-called "Irish Horse.” Don Brad¬ 
ley, John M. Franklin, W. F. Burrows, H. Mc¬ 
Henry, Dean Rathbun, and Rigan McKinney 
were other Maryland buyers, the latter getting a 
good buy in Clifton’s Belle and her foal for 
$140. The famous old gray. Bon Diable, was 
bought for $230 by E. L. Smith of Chevy Chase.

Metropolitan Area Horse Shows

Rigan McKinney’s Appy of Blarney, one of 
the most peculiarly marked horses in the show 
ring, split championship honors with Billy 
Patch’s Indian Boy at the University of Mary¬ 
land Riding Club Horse Show April 4. 

Both horses earned 13 points toward the title, 
so the committee decided to give a tri-color rib¬ 
bon to each instead of attempting to jump off 
for the award, as no reserve was offered. 

Appy of Blarney, nine-year-old blue roan 
hunter, is the only non-Thoroughbred in the 
McKinney barn. His owner, veteran former 
amateur ’chase rider, has hunted him for the past 
2 years but the College Park outing marked his 
first appearance in the ring. 

The gelding is a representative of the Appa- 
loosa breed which is said to have originated in 
Spain and is ordinarily of the pony variety. How¬ 
ever, Appy is the result of a cross with Thorough¬ 
bred strains so that he stands nearly 16 hands. 

Ridden alternately by Mr. McKinney and 
Margaret Cotter of Travilah, Md., Appy took 
the working hunters and the bridle path hacks 
outings. In addition, he was third in the hunter 
hacks behind Mrs. Gardner Hallman’s Boot Jack 
and Indian Boy. 


The pony championship went to Dean Rath- 
bun, Jr.’s Miss Victorian, who, like Indian Boy, 
currently is stabled at the Landon School, where 
the respective owners are students. 

Indian Boy did not win any classes during 
the long day of showing, but his numerous minor 
ribbons piled up enough points to deadlock Appy 
of Blarney’s score. 

William L. Gary’s Tahra also was high in the 
figuring for the championship after he took the 
blue among the ladies’ hunters, with June Cur¬ 
ran up, and was a member of the winning duo 
in the pairs of jumpers. 

In the scurry class, over an outside course deep 
in mud, Betty McGowan’s Jeremiah, once a 
broodmare, who has shown successfully in both 
hunter and jumper events, dashed over the 7 
fences in 41 seconds to win the blue over Mar- 
rian Curran on his former racing mare. Need- 
more, just one second slower. 

David Martin’s Cateer took the tough triple 
bar outing over Mr. and Mrs. Samuel E. Bogley’s 
Ringmaster, later victor among the handy hunt¬ 
ers.

The Editor's Saddle-Bag 

March 16. After most of the day spent out 
at the Pikesville Armory, figuring how to get 
everyone satisfied in the matter of stall locations 
I stopped in at C. H. Becker’s neat little place, 
just on the extreme edge of Baltimore City, on 
the Reisterstown Road. There is no cleverer 
hand at getting a sore going horse right than 
Becker, and many’s the horse that came back 
to the races for a good win after a course at the 
Becker hospital, where old "Doc” McCarthy 
was wont to keep his patients years ago. In 
town tonight with genial "Pop” Firor, whom we 
interviewed over W.B.A.L. on the interest of 
the Army Relief Horse Show. It was the first 
visit to the "mike” for Mr. Firor, who acquitted 
himself nobly, admitting, among other things, 
that his greatest thrill in showing came from 
watching his grandchildren ride. 

March 17. Off to College Park, stopping 
for a moment at Pimlico, then back in haste to 
the Armory, where they are setting up the stalls 
for the show and where Mrs. Scheid and her 
committee are working a transformation in the 
looks of the inside of the Riding Hall. A good 
number of horses and ponies have been school¬ 
ing this afternoon. Henry Dentry has the school¬ 
ing in hand. Then out to Janon Fisher’s place for 
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a chat before taking our worthy President to 
the train at the Pennsylvania Station whence 
he, Harry Straus and Major Stryker departed 
for the conferences in Chicago. Then on to the 
studios of WFBR to speak a little piece about 
our horse show again. So home, and glad of it. 

March 18. All day long at the Armory 
again, with horses coming in from far and near, 
including some top saddle-horses. The Riding 
Hall was full of them this morning, as well as 
some driving ponies that will show an interest¬ 
ing tandem. Had McDonogh’s George Edel in 
town tonight for an interview on Bailey Goss’s 
programme over WBAL. George told us about 
the Cavalry Drill the school will put on Satur¬ 
day night. 

March 20. There are over a hundred 
horses stabled at the Armory tonight, the first 
night of our three day show being over. Things 
went well, though our newly worked out or¬ 
ganization can stand a bit more polishing up. 
The attendance was as good as usual on a first 
night, the performances of the horses being up 
to standard also, though the go-as-you-like was 
a tough class for many. Linky Smith’s careful 
headwork in his selection of a course was a big 
help to him here. 

March 21. Rain-rain-rain, and some fog 
—that’s been the sort of cooperation the weather¬ 
man has given us today, but despite it all the 
pony show went off in fine shape. The classes 
were generally well filled and produced some 
spirited competition throughout. Tonight’s show 
went off in smooth fashion, with the boys in 
our jump detail doing a fine job. Our bugler, 
also, seems to be getting a lot of fun out of his 
detail. Elsewhere we have written at length 
about the show so shall not deal in detail with 
the affair in the Saddle-Bag. 

March 22. The weather cleared nicely so 
that when the show started this afternoon we 
had a good crowd and plenty of horses, there 
having been, by actual count, 122 stabled in 
the Armory last night. The maiden class that 
started the afternoon off was a honey, with about 
15 clean performers in it. To-night’s show, with 
its stake and championship classes really brought 
out some brilliant classes. There was an added 


class, a triple-bar sweepstake that kept a good 
crowd in the Riding Hall right up to one a.m., 
when the final bugle blew. We have had visitors 
from far and near to see how a wartime show 
would make out—and they certainly did see 
something. The drawing for Fox Hill was a lot 
of fun, with the new owner, Frank Stricklin, 
of Reisterstown, getting routed out of bed by 
the local police to inform him of his good luck. 
The gift cases of beer that went to the next 
three ticket holders who were there to receive 
them seemed to be well appreciated by the 
O’Farrel boys of Westminster, Miss Deborah 
Rood and Miss Gillian Crimmens. 

March 23. Drove over to the Armory this 
morning to check out our equipment and found 
all in good shape with almost all of the entries 
loaded up and gone. We saw Fox Hill loaded 
up and sent on his way to his new home and 
then went over to the Caves to hear from Presi¬ 
dent Fisher what had transpired in the breed¬ 
ers’ meetings at Chicago, whence he returned 
last night. It appears that the conferences 
brought together many who had known little 
of each other previously and were of general 
benefit and interest. Mr. Fisher’s full report we 
have published elsewhere. 

March 24. Spent this morning at College 
Park with our class, with a couple of meetings 
in Baltimore to fill in the afternoon hours. 

March 26. Drove down to Annapolis to 
see Stud Manager Charlie Slade and his stock 
at Holly Beach Farm this morning and then 
went up to see Trainer Clay Sutphin, who has 
Sylvester Labrot’s promising stable in winter 
quarters, and Vince Mara, who is also wintering 
at the Labrot stable with the Clark horses. 

March 27. Business in Baltimore has kept 
me busy most of the day, with visits to the 
DeLuxe Saddlery, a hustling, thriving establish¬ 
ment, and to see Howard Vordemberge at his 
family’s historic saddlery where they are busy 
working over old harness and preparing to get 
things ready for a gas-less and tire-less age. Also 
stopped in at the Racing Commission offices, 
where the new Chairman, Frank Small, was 
going over matters with Secretary Hayward. 

March 31. Got out early this morning

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and, with some score of members of our Light 
Horse Production and friends, drove through 
Washington to Front Royal, Virginia, to the 
Remount Depot, where we were welcomed by 
Col. Paul A. Morris and his officers. The entire 
Depot routine was explained to the class, who 
saw stallions, broodmares and foals, yearlings, 
two-year-olds and older horses. The Depot of¬ 
ficers went to great pains to make the visit both 
interesting and instructive to the group, who 
got more out of this one day, it seemed, than 
they could out of a month’s classroom discussion. 
Old familiar faces were seen both among the 
horses and the personnel. We saw Jockey Irving 
Anderson pounding a typewriter in the Veter¬ 
inary Research Centre, where is going on some 
valuable and significant work, and we saw ex- 
Assistant Trainer Mergler of the Sagamore Farm 
forces, who was telling how pleased he was to 
get with horses again after working with such 
inanimate things as airplanes. Then we saw old 
*Kantar, Flag Pole, and others that we knew 
among the horse population. On the way home 
we stopped in at the Blue Ridge Stud of Mrs. 
George L. Harrison, at Upperville, to see old 
* Happy Argo and some yearlings that Manager 
Bruce Dusenberry had to show us. The Har¬ 
rison yearlings are a good crop this year. Thence 
we drove by way of Washington to Carvel Hall, 
at Annapolis, for the night. 

April 1. Out early this morning to see 
Vince Mara work Colchis and his stablemates, 
there being some promising performances 
among the works seen. The Maryland-bred geld¬ 
ing, who still looks like a big, rough, country 
boy, has grown through the winter, most of 
which he spent playing around with a couple of 
fillies in a big paddock at the Labrot training 
headquarters. Came on home by way of Balti¬ 
more and Pimlico, where we saw plenty of ac¬ 
tivity, with newly arrived southern-wintered 
stables everywhere. 

April 4. Went down to Bowie this after¬ 
noon for the racing and spent a busy few hours 
arranging for belated registration of Maryland- 
bred two-year-olds for horsemen who had been 
racing in the South this winter. Saw the Ray¬ 
mond Archer trained Cape Cod win his second 


stake of the meeting when he accounted for the 
Bowie Handicap. Huge crowd on hand for the 
racing, with all the ’’regulars” around and about. 

April 6. Was at Bowie again today, there 
to see Preston Burch and Jack Healy about the 
possibility of an early sale of horses in training. 
Found it impossible to get one lined up before 
our regular pre-Preakness Sale, at which time 
we will have some of the Howe Stable, Chris¬ 
tiana Stable, Montpelier and other horses. 

April 7. Got the desk cleared today and 
headed for Canada, taking the night train out 
of Baltimore for Buffalo. 

April 8 . Arrived at Buffalo this morning 
in good time and changed there for Toronto, 
at which city we arrived well before lunch time, 
heading for the King Edward Hotel, where we 
were to put up for our short stay. Ryland H. New, 
President of the Canadian Thoroughbred Breed¬ 
ers’ Association; Charlie Hemstead, who now 
has the good racemare Boscobel in the stud; 
Frank Selke, who was off to Detroit with the 
Maple Leafs; Secretary Cecil Shaw of the breed¬ 
ers’ group; Arthur Brent, longtime friend and 
well known in Maryland racing and others 
dropped in to visit during the afternoon. Then 
tonight we saw Fred Schelke, George Hardy, 
Frank Gilpin and a lot more racing friends, both 
before and after our meeting. There were some 
two-hundred members of the association and 
guests interested in racing at the meeting at 
which we had been asked to tell of the develop¬ 
ment of the Maryland Horse Breeders’ Associ¬ 
ation and of the present tie-up, through our 
Fair Board, with the agricultural development 
of the state. Those Canadian racing men cer¬ 
tainly know how to welcome a stranger and how 
to make one feel at home. The after-meeting 
get-togethers were very interesting to us, for 
there we met many of those whom we had only 
known previously by name. It was late before 
we got to bed. 

April 9. With Bill Campbell as guide we 
drove out to Dufferin Park, the "Little Saratoga 
of Canada” to see this amazing little half-miler, 
right in the city of Toronto, where are packed 
in the biggest crowds and where last year Cana¬ 
da’s largest mutuel handle was recorded. The 
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veteran horseman Charlie Mitchell showed us 
a handsome horse indeed in Hood, a son of 
Marine and the good mare The Wishing Well, 
and another good looker in Gallant Fox’s son, 
Mr. McGinnis. It was raw and cold at Dufferin as 
we watched Arthur Brent work one of his 
charges a half in .34 on our way out to the car, 
but Spring comes later in Canada than with us 
in Maryland. Then on along fine highway to 
Harry Giddings’ place at Oakville, where we 
saw as fine a conditioned lot of horses as we 
have ever seen, anywhere. Headed by the crack 
Canadian-bred of last year, the three-year-old 
Ten-to-Ace and the handsome imported stallion 
Kanuck, every horse was in splendid bloom. 
The latter son of *Kantar and the Selima Stakes 
winner Current is the sire of a fine foal out of 
the Wise Counsellor mare Billy Wise. Royalite, 
dam of the Giddings crack, is a real broodmare 
type, feminine all over. Her son, Ten-to-Ace, is 
a very flashy, well balanced 16 hand horse, with 
a fine set of legs and tendons. With the excep¬ 
tion of an out-turned off fore foot he’s hard to 
fault. Harry Giddings’ dogs, chickens and hos¬ 
pitality are on a par with his horses in every 
respect, of the best. 

Back we drove to town in time for a quick 
lunch and then, with a group of our hosts we 
went on for a busy afternoon’s inspection of 
horses and farms. We passed Thorncliffe and 
the H. R. Bain place, where there were some 
fine teams of Clydesdales working, on our way 
to Agincourt where Harry Hatch was on hand 
to do the honours at his well appointed stud 
farm. We were shown the big rangy *Teddy 
horse, Soleil du Midi first and then some good 
looking mares and foals, one of the most attrac¬ 
tive of which is *Comet 111, by Hurry On, who 
had a two-week-old son by the English stallion 
Fairway. French Lass, a good racemare herself 
has a nice bay colt by *Filisteo, stakes winner at 
Pimlico last fall and again in Guy Bedwell’s 
charge. There is a quarter mile covered ring 
where the Hatch racers get their early galloping, 
this being surfaced with oil-treated sand that 
does not freeze at all. Twenty of the Hatch 
racing stable are at Long Branch. We saw eight 
yearlings by Sweepster, and *Belfonds, some of 
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which had come on from California, where the 
former sire still stands. 

Bidding Mr. Hatch good-bye we drove next 
to Charlie Hemstead’s place at Markham where 
we saw the stallion Happy Fox, a son of Gal¬ 
lant Fox, and a number of mares and yearlings. 
Charlie had a couple of good Sweepster year¬ 
lings, one by his own stallion, and two more 
by Fair Oil and * Hillsboro. The good filly Pa- 
trisius’ dam, Golden Patch, is one of the Hem- 
stead mares, a recent addition to which was the 
frequent winner Boscobel. The Hemstead stock 
will soon be moved to the owner’s farm where 
a new stable is under construction. 

Frank Gilpin, manager of the McLaughlin 
racing interests and Parkwood Stables trainer, 
went along with us to the R. S. McLaughlin 
farm at Oshawa, which is a very well appointed 
475 acre establishment, where are located as 
fine a lot of Thoroughbreds as can be found 
in the country. Of the 16 yearlings we saw we 
liked best Cyperac, by *Osiris II-Forsworn; 
Warsickle, by *Sickle-Haranette; Valkyros, 
another *Osiris, out of War Vixen and New 
Chum, by Chumleigh. We passed the half-mile 
training track before we came to the mares’ 
quarters where we saw a dozen or more well 
bred matrons, and some likely foals by Stand 
Pat and *Osiris II, now located in Western 
Canada. Horometer’s dam. Star Pal, was seen 
there, with the very good looking Haranette. 
Another fine mare is *Sue by Cameronian. 
There is a sixty-foot square glass enclosure 
where the mares can take their exercise in winter, 
and early foals get the sunshine. 

Frank Gilpin has a fine riding hall, 200x85 
feet, the inside of which is about Vs mile in 
extent where he can train in the winter weather. 
This is adjacent to the quarters of the stallions, 
the lengthy chestnut son of Jack High, Stand 
Pat, who closely resembels his sire, and Teddy 
Wrack, by *Bull Dog. An imported chestnut 
two-year-old colt by Singapore, *Malishah, we 
also saw here, this being a racy looker. 

We saw a number of two-year-olds at the 
training stable, of which we liked best Petruska 
and Astrometer, both by Stand Pat. As time was 
getting short we headed next for the McLaughlin
